ernmenfc and persona interested In bet 
ter government should read the follow- 
ing from the Pittsburg Past: 
• 


"The 
English cities of Glasgow, 


Birmingham and Manchester have the 
reputation of being the best governed 
cities in the world, 
They are espec- 


ially held np to the admiration of 
Americans as being in marked contrast 
to their 
ring-ridden 
mnncipalities. 


Mr. "William E. Curtis in a letter to 
the Ohicego Keoord from Manchester 
considers thnfc city as a type of English 
methods and mnkes clear the principles 
on which it is governed and has made 
extraordinary progres?. 'The 
town, 


he says, 'reminds you of Pittsburg.' 
There ia a population of more than 800, 
000, occupying an urea of about 18,000 
acres, or 28 square miles. It is held to 
be tho most progressive city in Europe, 
with the possible exception of Paris 
and Buinpest, and is held up ns 
a 


modal for the rest of England. 


"But the form of government is 


noticeable in its difference from Ameri- 
can cities. Each of tho 
twenty-five 


wards ia represented in the council by 
one alderman and three councilman, 


" making a governing body of 10-i men, 
who divide into committees to super- 
vise the various departments and attend 
to the details, and each committee is 
endowed with such complete authority 
that it is practically a distinct govern- 
ment of itself. 
The councilman are 


elected directly by tho taxpayers, oue- 
third of (hem each year, and they serve 
without compensation for a term of 
three yars. 
They are reimbursed for 


actual expenses incurred in an official 
capacity. 
It is deemed a great honor 


to be a member of :~the council. 
As a 


rule, they arc large property owners 
and men of business interests and re- 
sponsibilities. 
Tho only exceptions are 


the representatives of the labor interest, 
who ate usur.lly men of intelligence 
and character. 
The official standard is 


high, and a member of council of 
demonstrated capacity and usefulness 
serves ns long as ho is willing to be re- 
elected. He hua before him the prospect 
of tha honors of nn nlclerman and wenr- 
ing the mayor's robe, which is tho 
crowning civic tlipiiity. 
Those who 


refuse to accept ivn election are subject 
t.j a fiu9. 
One member has served con- 


tinuously for 45 yeura, another for 88, 
and so on. Last roar in all but two 
wards the incumbents were re-elected. 
In these two words there was uo com- 
plaint of tho couucilmeii, one of \vnom 
had served continuously for 18 years 
and tho other for TJ, but tho labor 
unions demanded ir-presoutation, nnd 
put up two wii^o earners, who were 
elected. 
The labor oiomenc iu Man- 


chester is, cf Cv'.ursc, very strong. Sov- 
onty-fivo per co;it of tbo population nro 
on tho pay-rolls of m.iijufacturing es- 
tablishments, nml 
the 
unions 
are 


powerful in politics. 


"Thi5 aldotmau ;iro, elected by coun- 


cil from t-hoir osvn number for six years 
one-sixth of tliew every year. Their 
positions are evon mores nearly perma- 
nent than those of tho members of the 
common council. 
An alderman gener- 


ally goes in for life. 
The mayor of 


che city is elected from the aldermen. 
Tho oflice parries more of honor than 
rp.spousibilit-v or power, bat is highly 
esteemed for its dignity. 
Tbe mayor 


holds court on certain clay-, presides at 
meetings nnd banquets, and is expected 
to do n great deal of entertaining. At 
tho cad of the term, if ho chooses, he 
resumes bis placo among the aldermen, 
;uid performs the duties incident Co tho 
position. 
There are now seven ex- 


mayors among the aldermen. 


"While in this country the favorite 


plan of the municipal reformers is to 
invest the mayors with great power, in 
Manchester the best results are obtained 
from n reverse iur-rhod.

A chairman knows his re- 
sponsibility may continue for years, 
and he makes his plans and carries 
them out with the same care and con- 
scientiousness that he would apply to 
his own private business, although it is 
,1 labor of patiiotic duty, and often at- 
tended by personal inconvenience and 
sacrifice. 
For example, the chairman 


of the park committee- has filled that 
post for nearly a quarter of a century, 
and the park system of the city is a 
creation in which he takes as much 
pride and personal interest as he feels 
in his own factory. 
The same may be 


said of other branches of the govern- 
ment. 


"This system of permanency, Mr. 


Onitis observes, has its drawbacks in 
its conservatipm, and is often irritating 
to the younger and more progressive 
element as deficient in vigor and new 
blood, slow arid generally behind the 
age. 


"Manchester may be slow, as the 


other English cities are, but are we not 
a little feet? The taxpayers get more 
for their money over there, and have 
the satisfaction of being decently and 
honestly governed. 
Bat when we see 


that city thriving under a system of 
irresponsible executive administration, 
or government by commissions, BO vig- 
orously contemned by the American 
reformer, we again leahza that forms 
of government count for little and are 
of secondary importance—that is best 
which is best administered, by the' 
brains, the conscience and the experi- 
ence and prudence of the ruling class. 
'With all its conservatism in govern- 
ment Manchester is tho most modern 
and progressive of European cities. 
It 


is the greatest workshop in the world. 
It produces a larger number and a 
greater variety of manufactured articles 
than any other city. 
It has been the 


leader in nearly nil the great political 
and social reforms that have taken 
plaoe in Great Britain. 
Richard Cob- 


den, the leader of the free trade move- 
ment, was a member of a Manchester 
firm of cotton printers. John Bright 
lived there, and many of the ablest 
social economists and labor leaders of 
Great Britain have come out of the 
Manchester mills. 


"The story of Manchester, as of 


Glasgow, Liverpool, Birmingham and 
other admirably 
governed 
English 


municipalities, shows they have a class 
of citizens, successful in business or 
professions and of wide experience and 
capacity, who are willing as a matter 
of duty nnd pride to give their best ser- 
vices to the government of the city. 
The people appreciate the sacrifice. 
That is why these English cities are so 
wifely ruled. 
Wo have the same typo 


of successful and resourceful men in 
this and other cities, but for tho most 
part they beg to bo excused from other 
municipal duty than that of grumbling. 
The fnnlt is not altogether with them, 
for, as matters stand, should this class 
enbor the public service the chancoa nre 
that at the nest election they would be 
beaten by a boss heeleer or a popular 
saloou-keeper."

It was his 
way of bringing his mother to . give 
him money. 
He always had succeeded 


in having his own way about every- 
thing. 
His mother helped him remove 


bis clothes and get ready for bed. 
As 


she started to leavo the room he took 
the pistol from under his plilow, and 
bidding her good-bye, placed the gun 
to his right templo and -fired. 
His 


mother looked oround to see him fall 
on the bed. The bullet went entirely 
through his head nud came out behind 
the left enr. 
It was picked up under 


the bed nud turned over to the coronei. 


Dr. Abbott, who boards at the Lodge 


and has a room adjoining that of the 
nnfortnato young man, was the first to 
reach him. There was barely a sign of 
life exofipt the feeble heart flutter. 


Dr. LottridgQ and Oorouer Davidson 


wore summoned on the double-quick, 
and by the time they arrived about ail 
signs of life were extinct.

had soaked through the bed clothes and 
was dripping on the floor. The mother 
waa frantic with grief, and for awhile 
it seomed sho would follow her son 
into the other world.

"Ono 
thing struck me long ago, and that is 
how much it takes to kill n man some- 
times .iud how easily the thread of life 
is often snapped. 


"Down iu Colorado I knew n fellow 


who plunged down 800 feet iu n single 
rompartujf nt sbuft. 
He went to the 


hottom, but did not break a bone. Of 
course, ho was pretty badly jarred up 
cud a good deal frightened, but bo was 
all right again iu n day or two. 
When 


ho fell, ho weut down feet first, and n 
big oilskin that ho woro opened out nt 
the bottom and noted as a parachute. 
He eaid the lust part of his descent was 
so much slower than the first that he 
hardly thought he was dropping at all 
and half expected to remain suspended 
in the shaft, like Mohammed's coffin. 


''Nearly always when a man falls 


any distance he turns over, if he starts 
feet downward, end finishes bis pltmge 
head first. I have seen a iiotiiLicr of 
cases where the man fell with his boots 
on and WHS found barefooted when he 
was picked np. I suppose this is because 
the blood goes to the heud, making the 
feet smaller, and besides tho pressure of 
the air upon tho beel and counter acts 
aa a bootjack. 


' 'I had to go over to Sand Coulee to 


investigate an accident in which ouo 
man was killed and another had throe 
ribs broken. Spenkiug of Sand Coulee, 
it struck me while I was there that if I 
wanted to commit suicids J would go 
there to do it. I don't ruoan that life 
becomes such a burden in the coal coun- 
try that tho ties that bind avo more 
easily severed thai) elsewhere, bnt that 
it affords unsurpassed facilities for a 
cheap and happ3" dispatch. It's a won- 
der to me that somo of tho many peo- 
ple who annually launch themselves 
into eternity from Butto do uot tako 
tho Sand Coulee rente. 


"Down in the coal mines there is 


ono passage that is three miles longr, and 
iu some o£ tho eliiituucrs air does nofc 
seem to circulate. Upon tho walls 
there is n gathering of moisture, and if 
you puff a cigar iu ouo of tlioso cham- 
bers tho smoke, will seek the walla, 
where it clings with an undulating 
movement like, a spray of weeds under 
ruuuiug water. That clew on the walla 
is white dnmp, and tho dead air of tho 
chamber where it is fovmd is poisonouR. 
In a few minutes a feeling of drowsi- 
ness ste,als over a man who breathes it, 
and before loug ho is asleep and dream- 
ing cicliaiotisly, so fliose say who havo 
been resuscitated. But tho sleep is akin 
to tlmt of the lost traveler over whoso 
numbed limbs the arctic snow eddiea 
ami drifts, for unless help comes coon 
there is no awakpuiug. If, however, tlio 
venturesome explorer of thoso uudor- 
gtonud deathtraps realizes his danger 
in time aud manages to .stagger out in- 
to the fresh air, he has an experience) 
to undergo which may cause him to re- 
grot that ho did not remain insido. Ev- 
ery hone and muscle aches with tlio in- 
tolerable poignancy that is known to 
convalescents from yellow fever. 
Tho 


treatment is .simple, but effective. 
Be- 


ing nearly dead, the sufferer is nearly 
buried. A liolo is dug in tho soft earth, 
and the victim is madoto stnud up in it 
•while tho dirt is thrown in around him 
until only his hcnd is seen above ground. 
This seems to draw out tho soreness, 
and in a short tiino the patient has ful- 
ly recovered."—Butto (Mou.) Miuor.

Several soits for foreclosure of mort- 


gage have been filed within tho last few 
days. The Equitable 
Building and 


Loan association \s. Volney R. Row 
and Caroline E. Row ia the style of one 
placed on the docket today. 
The peti- 


tion filed by Mr. Pardnm, the associa- 
tion's attorney, ia rather interesting, 
throwing, as it does, a light cm a mat- 
ter that was considerably discussed a 
few months ago. Indeed the matter has 
proved a fruitful topio of conversation 
within the last fow weeks. 


The petition filed by Mr. Pardnm 


sets forth that Mr. Row served as EOO- 
retary of the Equitable association from 
January 3d, 1SS8, to March 1st, 1896. 
The plaintiS alleges in his petition that 
while defendant was serving as secre- 
tary of the association there was paid 
into hia hands large suma o£ money by 
the stockholders of the association. 
Daring the period of defendant's em- 
ployment as secretary he thus received 
on account of weekly installment dues 
on stock, interest on loans, eto., 
tho 


sum of $1,005.03, for which he has 
ever since failed to aooonnt to plaintiff, 
In addition to this the petition cites a 
number of other instances where money 
was received by defendant for the asso- 
ciation and afterwards unaccounted for. 
In September 27th, 1893 the petition 
alleges that $333.05 was thus received 
from Geo. Leffner, one of plaintiff's 
borrowers. On January 19th, 1894, F. 
M. Smith paid defendant as repayment 
of loan made by the association to A. 
D. Kehoe, tho sum of §531.25. 
Again 


on October 1st, 1894, Frank White paid 
defendant $600, and on Juno Gfch 
he 


further received from Mary Justice the 
sum of |1GS. All these sums, the peti- 
tion sets forth, Mr. Row failed to ac- 
conut to the association for, and it is 
to cover these amounts, which aggre- 
gate $2,637.82 that the Equitable asks 
for foreclosure of a conditional mort- 
gage of §3,000 given by defendants on 
lot 10, Peck, Bond and Sinton addition, 
and tho undivided one-sixth of lots No. 
519, 
504 city and No. 7 and 9 Green 


addition, also 21 acres in Clay town- 
ship. 
A copy of the mortgage, which 


was made conditional on the terms that 
the shortage in the association be made 
good within a oortaiii time,- during 
which a complate investigation wns to 
be made, ifi made a part of the petition. 
The Morrison-Wentworth bank is made 
party defendant to the suit on account 
of certain liens held on defendant's 
property.
